Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1957 


Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957* 
Home  Population 

The  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  by  the  Registrar-General 
was  4>660  which  was  an  increase  of  120  over  that  of  1956. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  nxomber  of  births  was  70  which  was  9  more  than  in  1956,  and  the  crude 
birth-rate  was  15.02.  As  there  is  a  preponderance  of  aged  people  resident 
in  the  Borough,  the  Registrar  General' s  comparability  factor  makes  allowance 
for  this  so  that  the  rate  can  be  compared  in  terms  of  a  standardised  population 
with  that  of  other  Districts;  when  this  factor  is  applied  the  adjusted  rate 
becomes  15.8>  which  is  slightly  lower  than  that  of  16.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  high  post-war  rates  have  become  stabilised  to  an  equilibrium  around  16. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

There  were  no  stillbirths  and  the  rate  was  therefore  nil.  This  is  an 
index  that  expectant  and  parturient  mothers  have  received  adequate  ante-natal  and 
obstetric  care  by  Practitioners  and  Midwives. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


There  was  one  infant  death  due  to  Broncho-pneumonia  and  Mongolism. 

Infant  Mongols  are  particularly  susceptible  to  such  infections. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  14.29,  which  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  23.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  Deaths  o.nd  Mortality  Rate 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth  or  Abortion  and  the 
Maternal  Mortality  Rate  was  accordingly  nil.  As  with  the  Stillbirth  Rate, 
this  is  an  index  of  adequate  ante-natal  and  obstetric  care. 

The  chief  cause  of  Maternal  Deaths  today,  is  Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy,  from 
which  approximately  500  expectant  mothers  die  each  year,  throughout  the 
Country.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  Century  the  maternal  mortality  has 
declined  from  5  to  under  1  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births.  Toxaemia 
of  pregnancy  is  an  avoidable  death  and  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  are 
essential  to  avoid  a  fatal  termination. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  92  (44  male,  48  female) 
and  the  crude  death-rate  was  accordingly  19.74.  This  high  crude  rate  was  due  to 
the  registration  of  those  v/ho  died  in  West  View  Chronic  Sick  Hospital,  where  the 
mortality  is  naturally  higher  than  in  the  rest  of  the  Borough.  The  Registrar 
General  compensates  for  this  in  his  compar. ability  factor  and  when  applied  to  the 
crude  rate,  the  adjusted  rate  becomes  8.8,  which  compares  favourably  with  that 
of  11.5  for  England  and  Wales, 

As  is  usual,  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  Heart  and  Circulatory 
Diseases  and  Vasciilar  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System;  these  are  the  terminal 
and  natural  causes  of  death  amongst  the  aged. 

Although  Coronary  Thrombosis  causes  many  deaths  amongst  the  middle-aged. 
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none  of  the  8  deaths  was  under  62  years.  Male  to  female  deaths  were  in  the 
ratio  of  3  to  1 .  It  is  regarded  by  nciny  today  that  sustained  stress  and 
excessive  smoking  ore  important  contributory  factors. 

The  second  highest  cause  of  deaths,  as  expected,  was  Cancer,  from 
which  there  were  19  deaths,  i.e.  approximately  2(^/1  of  all  deaths.  The 
successful  treatment  of  Cancer  is  completely  dependant  upon  early  diagnosis. 
The  insidious  nature  of  the  disease  and  procrastination  by  patients  are 
common  factors  associated  with  late  diagnosis.  Fortunately  the  majority 
of  deaths  are  amongst  the  aged. 

There  is  room  in  the  Hospital  Services  for  more  highly  specialised 
centres  for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  with  particular  reference  to  Cancer 
of  the  Lung. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  two,  one  male 
aged  71  years,  and  one  female  aged  77  years.  These  figures  are  not 
significant.  The  Borough,  however,  is  free  from  gross  atmospheric 
pollution,  which  together  with  the  excessive  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke,  is 
thought  to  be  a  contributory  factor. 

The  other  causes  of  death  v/erc  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  unusual 
influence. 

There  was  no  death  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases,  which  as  recently  as 
25  years  ago ,  were  the  cause  of  considerable  mortality.  Improved  knowledge 
of  preventive  measures  and  modern  specific  weapons  for  treatment  have  swung 
the  pendulum  far  in  the  right  direction^ 

There  were  comparatively  few  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  in  the  Borough 
throughout  the  year. 

Measles 

Only  10  cases  were  notified.  Fortunately  this  is  not  a  serious 
disease  in  its  present  phase,  as  it  is  highly  infectious.  Occasionally, 
Broncho -pneumonia,  its  chief  complication,  supervenes  in  infants  or  is 
debilitated  children;  treatment  with  Sulphonamides  or  Antibiotics  is,  however, 
highly  successful,  if  the  disease  is  not  too  far  advanced. 

Oamma  globulin  is  available  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston 
Hall  for  passive  protection.  It  would  be  impracticable  to  use  this  on  a  large 
scale,  but  occasipnally  it  is  used  for  the  protection  of  a  child  who  is 
suffering  from  some  other  serious  illness,  and  who  has  been  exposed  to  Measles; 
if  given  within  the  first  five  days  from  exposure,  it  will  prevent  the  onset 
of  Measles,  and  if  given  within  several  days  later,  will  attenuate  it  and 
prevent  a  severe  attack. 

V.Tiooping  Cough 

Only  2  cases  were  notified.  This  is  a  very  distressing  illness  to  the 
child  and  is  dangerous  in  infants  due  to  the  secretion  of  catafrh  which  may 
cause  collapse  of  a  part  of  the  lung;  also  broncho-pneumonia  which  is  the 
most  serious  complication,  may  supervene  and  advance  rapidly  within  24  hours. 

There  is  firm  ground  for  hope  that  the  modem  vaccines  will  prevent 
the  onset  of  the  disease  amongst  those  inoculated.  These  are  now  available 
at  the  Child  Welffire  Centres,  in  addition  to  those  which  have  been  available 
from  the  family  Doctor’. 

Sonne  Dysentery 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified.  This  is  a  comparatively  mild 
disease,  but  an  outbreak  in  a  School  can  cause  great  inconvenience.  As  the 
disease  is  spread  from  human  faeces,  the  best  means  of  prevention  are  the 
simple  precaution  of  washing  the  hands  after  toilet  and  before  meals  and 
adequate  lavatory  hygiene. 
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Asian  Influenza 


An  oiifbreak  of  the  so-ca  led  Asian  Flu  occurred  in  the  Autumn  which 
is  an  unusual  season  for  an  outbreak  of  Influenza;  the  reason  for  this  was 
that  the  epidemic  spread  from  China  and  Japan,  became  pandemic,  and  reached 
this  Country  in  the  Autumn  season.  The  virus  was  identified  locally  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Sei'vice  as  being  Asian  A/England/527/57» 

The  illness  in  itself  was  comparatively  mild  and  usually  began  with  a 
relatively  high  temperature  which  gradually  declined  to  normal  about  the 
3th  day.  The  upper  respiratory  tract  was  the  main  site  of  the  infection 
and  acute  tracheitis  with  a  harsh  impi'oductive  cough  was  common. 

There  was  one  fulminating  death  in  the  Borough  due  to  a  secondary 
invasion  of  the  liong  tissue  by  the  Staphylococcus  aureus  which  was 
isolated  post-mortem.  Such  secondary  pneumonias  were  its  most  serious 
complication. 

The  majority  of  the  patients  were  incapacitated  for  from  7  to  1A  days. 

The  epidemic  declined  before  the  onset  of  the  winter  months  and  no 
second  wave  of  cases  occurred  as  was  expected. 

As  the  disease  was  not  notifiable,  the  total  number  of  cases  is  not 
known. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  cases  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

There  is  firm  ground  for  hope  that  vaccination  will  prevent  the  onset  of 
the  disease  or  at  least  of  paralyses. 

Vaccination  with  British,  Canadian  and  American  vaccines  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  6  months  and  15  years  and  of  expectant  mothers  is 
proceeding  as  fast  as  the  supplies  of  vaccines  become  available. 

It  is  intended  that  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  will  become  a  routine 
procedure  at  Child  vvelfare  Centres,  where  Diphtheria,  Yvhooping  Cough  and 
Smallpox  protection  ai’e  already  offered. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  record  that  no  cases  of  Respiratory  or  of 
non -Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  also  that 
there  were  no  deaths.  This  disease, which  has  been  a  scourge  of  human  life 
and  limb  for  centuries  and  has  been  called  the  White  Plague  for  this  reason, 
has  nov7  been  virtually  conquered  after  a  very  protracted  and  expensive 
uphill  struggle,  both  in  the  fields  of  prevention  and  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
you  for  your  interest  and  assistance  and  the  staff  for  their  efficient 
co-operation.

Water  Supply 

The  Mid-Kent  Water  Company' s  new  feeder  main  at  St.  Michaels  has  had 
marked  effect  in  the  improvement  of  the  water  supply  in  the  Borough,  both 
as  regards  increased  pressure  and  also  in  reducing  the  opalescence  and 
deposit  due  to  the  presence  of  manganese  and  iron  in  the  waters  of  the 
G-oudhurst  Boreholes.  The  new  water  is,  however,  of  a  harder  nature.

Drainage,  Sev/erage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works  has 
received  the  provisional  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Houi^ing  and  Local 
Government. 

As  a  result  of  tests  carried  out,  however,  it  has  been  established  that 
a  large  quantity  of  subsoil  water  is  infiltrating  into  the  sewer  on  one 
particular  deep  section,  and  having  the  effect  of  adding  to  the  already 
overloaded  conditions.  Remedial  measures  will  be  taken  to  proof  manholes 
against  infiltration,  when  general  reconstruction  of  the  works  is  carried  out. 

Eight  premises  have  been  converted  from  cesspool  drainage  by  connection 
to  the  main  drainage  system. 

Housing 

The  first  part  of  the  Site  works  programme  was  carried  out  at  the  new 
Council  Hosuing  Estate,  Wayside,  St,  Michaels,  which  includes  the 
construction  of  a  1 6  ft.  wide  service  road,  sewer,  and  provision  for  the  other 

domestic  services,  together  with  a  separate  surface  water  drainage  scheme.  The 
Site  works  precede  the  erection  of  a  further  twenty  houses  to  d^al  with  the 
permanent  housing  of  persons  now  living  in  sub-standard  dwellings,  including  the 
Fat  Qx  Corner  Camp. 

Y/hen  the  houses  ai-e  completed,  a  total  of  241  Council  Houses  will  have  been 
erected  since  the  last  war. 

Fourty-two  private  houses  were  built  in  the  Borough  diuring  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  222  erected  since  the  last  war. 

Seven  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949 
v/ere  approved  during  the  year,  in  respect  of  improvement  of  private 
properties. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

Four  applications  by  private  tenants  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
in  respect  of  their  rented  accommodation  under  the  above  Act  were  received, 
and  dealt  v/ith.

The  twelve  houses  referred  to  in  (3)  above  will  be  dealt  with 
ijnder  a  three  year  plan  in  respect  of  which  the  new  Wayside  Estate 
v;ill  be  developed  to  take  displaced  persons. 

4.  Nursing  Homes  and  Hospitals 

The  Kench  Hill  Nursing  Home  is  the  only  Nursing  Home  in  the  Borough. 
Registration  and  inspection  are  delegated  to  the  Borough  Council.  The 
accommodation  consists  of  12  maternity  beds  and  12  surgical  and  medical  beds. 
The  Home  is  conducted  and  maintained  at  a  high  standard. 

The  Ylest  Viev/  Hospital  which  is  the  only  Hospital  within  the  Borough 
provides  accommodation  for  94  beds  for  the  Chronic  Sick,  15  for  Mental 
Defectives  and  48  for  Part  111  patients. 


5.  Hop-Pickers  Encampments 

All  six  camps  ’.vere  inspected  prior  to  and  during  use,  including  W.  C. 
accommodation,  drying  room  facilities,  and  refuse  disposal.  Conditions 
were  found  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory  and  huts  were  cleaned  and/or 
limewashed  before  occupation. 


6.  Eradication  of  Vermin 

A  further  severe  case  of  infestation  by  fleas  and  bugs  was  found  and 
dealt h  wdth, 

7.  Milk  Supplies 

There  were  seven  Registered  Distributors  of  milk  and  one  registered 
Dairy  in  the  Borough.  Four  of  the  supplies  are  Pasteurised  and/or 
Tuberculin  Tested;  and  three  sterilised.  Milk  samples  taken  during 
the  year  satisfied  the  tests. 

80  Inspection  of  Food  and  Food  Preparing  Establishments 

Considero-ble  inspection  of  the  o.bove  Establishments  was  carried  out 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955  and  improvement  work  necessary 
for  compliance  therewith  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  co-operation 
of  all  concerned  with  the  improvements  effected  was  very  gratifying  and  the 
benefits  resulting  can  be  appreciated  by  all.
